Courteous READER, Mark well what 
follows. 


Am aflured, that it hath for fome time 

been practifed, as a method of making 
Men’s Court when they are asked about the 
Rate of Lands, the Abilities of Tenants, the 
State of Trade and Manufatture in this King- 
dom, and how their Rents are payed 5 to An- 
fwer, That in their Neighbourhood all things 
are in a flourifhing Condition, the Rent and 
Parchafe of Land every Day encreafing. And 
if a Gentleman happens to be a little more 
fincere ia his Reprefentations, befides being 
looked on as not well affected, he is fure to 
have a Dozen Contradiétors at his Elbow. 1 
think it is mo manner of Secret, why thefe 
Queftions are fo cordially asked, or fo oblig- 
ingly anfwered. 

But fince with regard to the Affairs of 
this Kingdom, I have been ufing all endea- 
vours to fubdue my Indignation, to which jn- 
deed I am not provoked by any Perfonal In- 
tereft, being not the Owner of one Spot of 
Ground in the whole /and, I fhall only enu- 
merate by Rules generally known, and never 
Contradicted, what are the true Caufes of 
any Countries flourifhing and growing ni 
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and thenexamine, what effects ari fe from thofe 
Caufes, in the Kingdom of Ire/and. 

The firft Caufe of a Kingdom’s thriving, 
is the Fruitfulnefs of the Soyl, to produce 
the Neceflaries and Convenieacies of Life, not 
only fufficient for the Inhabitants, but for 
Exportation into others Countries, 

The Second, is the Induftry of the People, 
in Working up all their NativeCommodities, 
to the laft degree of Manufacture. 

The Third is the Conveniency of fafe Ports 
and Havens, to carry out their own Goods, 
as much manufactured, and bring in thofe of 
others, as little manufaétured, as che Nature 
of mutual Commerce will allow. 

The Fourth, is, That the Natives thould, 
as much as poffible, Export and Import their 
Goods in Veffels of their own Timber, made 
in their own Country. 

The Fifth, isthe Liberty of a free Trade 
in all Foreign Countries, which wil permit 
them, except to thofe who arein War with 
their own Prince, or State. 

The Sixth, is, by being Governed only by 
Laws made with their own Confent, for o. 
therwife they are not a free People. And 
therefore all Appeals for Juftice, or Appli- 
cations, for Favour or Preferment to another 
Country, are fo many grievous Impoverith- 
ments. 

‘Lhe Seventh, is, by Improvement of Land, 
encouragement of Agriculture, and thereby 
. ' encrea fing 
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encreafing the Number of their People, with 
out which, any Country, however bleffed by 
Nature, mut continue Poor. 

The Bight, is the Refidence of the Princes, 
or Chief Adminftrators of the Civil Power, 

The Niath is the Concourfe of Foreigners 
for Education, Curiofity, or Pleafuie, or as 
to a general Mart of Trade. 

The Tenth, is by difpofing all Offices of 
Honour, Profit or Truft, only to the Natives, 
or at leaft with very few Exceptions, where 
Strangers have long Inhabited the Country, 
and are fuppofed to Underftand, and regard 
the er of it, as their own. 

The Eleventh is, when the Rents of Lands, 
and Profits of Employments are fpent in 
the Country, which produced them, and not 
in another, the former of which will certain. 
ly happen, where the Love of our Native 

ntry prevails. 

The Twelfth, is by the publick Revennes 
being all Spent and Employed at Home, ex. 
cept on the Occafions of a Foreign War. 

The Thirteenth, is, where the People are 
not obliged, unlefs they find it for their own 
Intereft, or Conveniecy, to receive any Mo- 
nies, except of their own'Coynage, by a pub- 
lick Mint, after the manner of all Civilized 
Nations. 

The Fourtceoth, isa Difpofition of a Pew 
ple of a Country, to wear their owa Manv- 


factures, and Inport as few Incitements to 
Luxury, 
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Luxury, either in Cloaths, Furniture, Food, 
or Drink, as they poffibly can live convenient. 
ly without. 

There are many other Caufes of a Nation’s 
thriving, which | cannot at prefent recolleét, 
but without Advantage from at leaft fome 
of thefe; after turning my Thoughts a long 
tine, am not able to difcover from whence 
our Wealth proceeds, and therefore would 
gladly be better informied. In the mean 
time, I will here examine what fhare falls 
to Ireland of thefe Caufes, or of the Effeds 
and Confequences. 

It is not my Intention to complain, but 
barely to relate Fatts, and the matter is not 
of fall Importance. For it is allowed, that 
a Man who lives in a Solitary Houfe far 
from help, is not Wife in endeavouring to 
acquire in the Neighbourhood, the Reputa. 
tion of being Rich, becaufe thofe who come 
for Gold, will go off with Pewter and Bras, 
rather than return empty ; and in the com. 
mon Prattice of the World, thofe who pof. 
fefs moft Wealth, make the leaft Parade, 
which they leave to others, who have nothing 
elfe to bear them out, in thewing their Faces 
on the Exchange 

As to the firft Caufe of a Nation’s Riches, 
being the Fertility of the Soyl, as well as 
Temperature of Clymate, we have no Rea- 
fon to complain ; for although the Quantity 
of unprofitable Land in this Kingdom, reck- 

oning 
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oning Bog, and Rock, and barren Mountain, 
be double in Proportion to what it is in ~~ 
land, yet the Native Produétions which bo 
Kingdoms deal in, are very near on equality 
in point of Goodnefs, and might with the 
fame Encouragement be as well manufactu- 
red I except Mises and Minerals, in fome 
point of Skill and Induftry. 

In the Second, which is the Induftry of the 
People our misfortune is not altogether ow- 
ing to our own Fault, but to a million of 
Difcouragemts. 

The conveniency of Ports and Havens, 
which Nature beftowed us fo liberally, is of no 
more ufe to us, than a beautiful Profpeé to 
a Man fhut up in a Dungeon. 

As to Shipping of it’s own, this Kingdom 
is fo utterly unprovided, that of ali the excel- 
lent Timber, cut"down within thefe fifty or 
fixty Years, it can hardly be faid that the 
Nation hath received the Benefit of one valu- 
able Houfe, to dwelt in, or one Ship, to Trade 
with. 

Treland is the only Kingdom I ever heard or 
read of, either im ancient or modern Story, 
which was denyed the Liberty of exporting 
their native Commodities and Manufattures 
wherever they pleafed, except to Countries at 
War with their own Prince or State, yet this 
by the Superiority of meer Power, is refufed 
us inthe moft momentous pattsof Commerce, 
befides an Act of Navigation to which weneéver 

confented, 
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confented, pinned down upon us, and rigor. 
oufly executed, and a thoufand other un- 
exampled Circumftances, as grievous as they 
are in vidious to mention. To go unto the 
Reft. 

It is too well known that we are forced to 
obey fome Laws we never confented to, which 
is a Condition I muft not cal] by it’s true un. 
controverted Name, for fear of my Z—C— 
J—W—’'s Ghoft with his LIBERTAS ET 
NATALE SOLUM, written as a Motto on 
his Coach, as it ftood at the Door of the 
Court, while he was Perjuring himfelf to be- 
tray both. Thus, we are in the Condition of 
Patients, who have Phyfick fent them by 
Doctors at a Diftance, Strangers to their 
Conftitution, and the nature of their Difeafe : 
And thus, we are forced to pay five hundred 
per Cent to decide our Properties, in all which 
we have likewife the Honour to be diftia- 
guifhed from the whole Race of Mankind. 

Asto improyement of Land, thofe few who 
attempt that, or Planting, through Covetouf- 
nefs or want of Skill, generally leave things 
worfe than they were, neither fucceeding 
in Trees nor Hedges, and by running into 
the fancy of Grazing after the manner of 
the Scythians, are every Day depopulating 
the Country. 

We are fo far from having a King to re- 
fide among us, that even the Viceroy is gene. 
rally abfent four Fifths of his time in the 
Government. No 
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No Strangers from other Countries make 
this a part of their Travels. where they can 
expect to fee nothing but Scenes of Mifery 
ind Defolation. 

Thofe who have the Misfortune to be bora 
here, have the leaft Title to any contiderable 
Employment, to which they are feldom pre¢- 
ferred, but upon a Political Confidcration. 
One third part of the Rents of Ireland is 
fpent in Zvgland which, with the Profit of 
Employments, Penfions, Appeals, Journeys 
of Picafure, or Health, Education at the Luns 
of Courts, and beth Ulniverfities, Remittances 
at Pleafure, the Pay of all Superior Officers 
inthe Army, and other Incidents, will amount 
to a full half of the Income of the whole 
Kingdom, all clear profit to England. 
We are denyed the Liberty of Coining 
Gold, Silver, or even Copper. In the Ifle of 
Man, they Coin their own Sliver, every petty 
Prince, Vaflal to the Emperor can Coin what 
Money he pleafeth. And inthis, as in moft of 
the Articles already mentioned, we are an 
exception to all other States or Monarchies 
that were ever known in the World. 

As to the laft, or Fourteenth Article, we 
take fpecial Care to Adtdiametrically contrary 
to it inthe whole Courfe of our Lives. Both 
Sexes, but efpecially the Women defpife and 
abhor to wear any of their owm Manuf. tures, 
even thofe which are better made than in 


other Countries, particularly a fort ai ary

Now if all this be true, upon whieh I could 
eafily enlarge, would be glad to know by what 
fecret method, it is, that we grow a Rich and 
Flourifhing People without Liberty, Trade, fh 
Manufactures, Inhabitants, Money, or the pri- ff 
vilege of Coining ; without Induftry, Labour 
orlmprovement of Lands,and with morethan 
half of the Rent and Profits ofthe whole King. Phi 
dom, Annually exported, for which wereceive I 
not a fingle Farthing: And to make up all 
this, nothing worth mentioning, except the 
Linnen of the North, a Trade cafual,corrupt. 
ed and at Mercy, and fome Butter from Cork. 
If we do flourifh, it muft be againi every 
Law of Natare and Reafon, like the Thorn 
at Glaffenbury, that blofloms io the midft of fpart 
Winter. Not 

Let the worthy C. rs who come from §Ont 
England ride round the Kingdom, and obferve |wh 
the faceof Nature, or the faces of the Natives, [fin 
the Improvement of the Land, the thriving 41S 
numerous Plantations, the noble Woods, the }fo:

There is not one Argument ufed to prox 
the Riches ot Ireland, whichis not a logic 
Demoniftration of it’s Poverty. The Rifeo 
our Rents is fqueefed out of the very Bioo 
and Vitals and Cloaths and Dwellings of th 
Tenants, who live worfe than Englifh Beg 
gars. The lownefs of Intereft in afl ot 
Countries, a fign of Wealth, is in us a prog 
of mifery, there being no Trade to empleo 
any Borrower. Hence alone comes the Dea 
nefs of Land, fince the Savers have no oth 
way to lay outtheic Money. Hence the Dez 
nett of Neceffaries for Life, becaufe the Ten 
ants cannot afford to pay fuch extravacgar 
Rates for Land eS they muft take, o 
go a Begging) witout raffing the Price 
Cattle, and of Corn, although they fhoul 
live upon Chaff. Hence our encreafe of Buil 
dings ia this City, becaufe Workmen hay 
nothing to do but employ one another, an 
one half of them are infallibly undone. Henc 
the daily encreafe of Bankers, who may beane 
ceflary Evil in a Trading-Country, but f 
ruinous in Qugs, who for their private Ad 
vantage have fine away all our Silver, and 
one third of our Gold, fo that within thr 
Years paft, thé ranning Cath of the Nation 
which was about Five Hundred Thoufar

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Pounds, is now lefs than two, and muft daily 
gdiminith unlefs, we have Libertyjto Coin, as
